Virs. Selim McArthur Resigns 
St.Luke’s Hospital Shop Post

IT WAS WITH REGRET that siembers of the woman’s board of St. 
‘uke’s hospital accepted the resignation at their annual meet- 
ng yesterday of Mrs. Selim W. McArthur as chairman of the 
1ospital shop, Mrs. McArthur, whose husband is senior surgeon 
and member of the board of trustees of the hospital, originat- 


ed and sponsored the shop, which was the first one in Chicago 
and the middle west when it was established 10 years ago. She 


has been head of the shop committee ever since.

Mrs. McArthur, who will be 
replaced by Mrs., Eric Oldberg, 
did not originate the idea of 
a hospital shop, She was in- 
spired by one operating in New 
Jersey and introduced the plan 
to the St. Luke's woman's 
board, which granted a loan of 
$5,000 to start the project. 
Miss Lila Woodruff, a former 
board member, aided her and 
later resigned from the board 
to become a professional work- 
er in the shop. ; 

The net profit of $17,500 
which the shop -has returned to 
the board over the years rep- 
resents only a part of its 
usefulness because the shop is 
designed especially as a con- 
venience to the hospital com- 
munity. Ambulatory patients, 
visitors, and staff members 
all use it for light refresh- 
ments and to purchase gifts. 
For that reason prices have 
been kept down, or a consider- 
ably higher profit could be 
announced. 

In its early stages the shop 
served as a testing ground for. 
other hospital-shops, and as 
Mrs. McArthur and her committee 


Mrs. Selim W. McArthur 
learned they passed along that 
knowledge by means of a book- 
let. Michael Reese was the 
next hospital here to estab- 
lish a shop, and Evanston, 
Presbyterian, Wesley Memorial, 
end Passavant hospitals now 
have similar projects.

Some of the most 
successful benefits in Chicago 
have been held in its name, begin- 
ning with a fair given by two 
little girls in Grace church who
